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PURPOSE: To utilize this command input device in accordance with the 
skillfullness of each person independently of a beginner or an expert without 
using a mouse by inputting a command by the combination of an input character 
string and an active menu item. 

CONSTITUTION: Twelve satellites 21 in total shown by white and black circles 
arranged on an elliptic locus are menu items, the white circles 21b are non-ac- 
tive and the black circle 21a is- active. When a scanning menu selecting means 
12 successively changes active menu items with the lapse of time, a user 
completes the depression of an input character string at proper timing during 
the active period of a required menu item. Thereby, the modification, i.e. 
preprocessing or post processing, of the depressed input character or the change 
of the character string can be optionally selected based upon the attribute 
of the required menu item at the time of the completion. Consequently, any 
person, i.e. a beginner or an expert, can continuously utilize the command input 
device without using a mouse.

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PURPOSE: To eliminate the need for the deleting work or the like of data from 
an unnecessary item after exchanging data by specifying only objective item 
data being an exchanging item to an item intended to be exchanged and then 
exchanging data. 

CONSTITUTION: In a data exchanging function, telephone book data recorded 
in an IC card are written in the telephone book data reading area of a storage 
part 3 by an IC card data reading part. Then, data exchanging condition input 
for updating the contents of a data exchanging condition table in the storage 
part 3 is executed. Then, a data exchanging direction "address book—telephone 
book" is judged, and when the decided result is "YES", address book data 
storing processing is executed to end the data exchanging function. When the 
decision is "NO", i.e. "address book— -telephone book", telephone book data 
storing processing is executed and then the data of the telephone book data 
reading area in the storage part 3 are written in the IC card through a reading/ 
writing part 5 to end the data exchanging function. Consequently, the deleting 
work, etc., of data from an unnecessary time after data exchange is eliminated.

PURPOSE: To freely switch plural ROMs while running a program even after 
turning on a power supply for a program controller by selecting a ROM to 
be a storage means to be found out with a storage backing circuit based upon 
an address signal and a data signal. 

CONSTITUTION: The storage means backing circuit is constituted of a CPU 
1 including address decoders 3, 6 and flip flops(FFs) 4, 5. When data written 
in specific addresses mapped in a ROM 0 are outputted from data lines DO 
to D7. either of HIGH/LOW signals is outputted from the FFs 4, 5 to the A 
and B ports of the address decoder 3 respectively. A ROM selecting signal 
is outputted from either of the outputs Y0 to Y3 of the decoder 6 in accordance 
with the combination of A and B ports HIGH, LOW of the decoder 6. Conse- 
quently, the ROMs are switched even in the operation of a machine such as 
an image processor. 
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
